This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I - Claims 1 - 15, drawn to a method of calibrating a color monitoring 
system so as to compensate for non-ideal real camera characteristics, classified in class 
348, subclass 362. 

Group II - Claims 16-22, drawn to a method of compensating for non-uniformity 
of lighting across a camera field of view when performing an image capture operation to 
be monitored by the camera, classified in class 348, subclass 222. 1 . 

Group HI - Claims 23 - 30, drawn to a method for the capture and analysis of image 
data of a moving material monitored by a camera having its field of view trained on the 
material, classified in class 348, subclass 188. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and HI do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is 
directed towards exposure control and color balance by means of adjusting the opening

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interpolation and extrapolation methods; and Group EQ is directed towards camera 
calibration based upon a pattern recognition model and various camera positions.
